WASHINOl'ON,  Oct.  IS.— Recrimina- 
tion and  factional  strife  mark  the 
dally  progress  of  the  German  Socialist 
convention  at  Wursburg,  according  to 
reports  received  here  today. 

That  the  war  has  greatly  Injured  the 
Soolallst  party  was  asserted  by  prom- 
inent members,  who  pointed  to  great 
reductions  In  the  amounts  received 
from  dues,  and  alleged  that  the  mem- 
bership had  decreased  70  per  cent.  Many 
orators  reproached  the  bureau  heads  for 
the  lack  of  skill  and  taot  they  had 
shown  In  dealing  with  the  members 
who  now  constitute  the  minority  Social- 
ist party,  and  much  resentment  was , 
expressed  because  the  party  leaders  had 
permitted  the  arrest  of  such  notable 
Socialists  as  Dr.  Llebknecht,  Rosa  Lux- 
embourg and  Zietz. 

Scheldemann  himself  was  openly  ac- 
cused of  undue  Government  leaning, 
and  altogether  the  congress  Is  being 
charaotarliad  by  much  Ul-faallng.

SHIPS  ARE  ORDERED 

FOR  USE  OF  FRANCE

Allows  Tweaty  Meet 
te  ta   Be  Turned   Over    Halllsg 
Ship 


WASHINGTON,  Oct  1».— To  meet 
France's  urgent  shipping  needs  tha 
Shipbuilding  Board  today  ordered 
twenty  steel  ships  of  from '  S.500  to 
COOO  gross  tonnage  each  turned  over 
under  charter  to  the  French  Govem- 
mant.  Tba  vaoaata,  which  will  operate 
under  tha  control  of  tha  Shipping  Board, 
are  building  at  Clervetand.  Toledo  and 
Detroit,  aad  Inolude  soma  contracted  for 
by   British  aad  French   Arms. 

Tha  French  Government  has  raada 
vigbroua  rapraaantatlona  to  tha  United 
States  regarding  Its  shipping  nee<ta.  but, 
whlla  tha  board  haa  Indicated  a  desire 
to  assist  tha  Allies  as  far  as  possible. 
It  haa  wattsd  to  ascertain  definitely 
what  Amarlea'a  war  raqulrements  would 
be.  It  was  annoancad  that  at  least 
ten  ships  would  be  loaded  withia  thirty 
daya 

Tha  Shipping  Board,  in  an  entirely  In- 
dapandent  tranaaction.  has'  arranged  to 
take  over  French  aalllng  veaaals  of  aa 
aggregate  tonaaga  of  400.aa«,  now  in 
the  South  American  trad^  and  wUl 
deliver  staamshipa  to  tha  Franeh  In  ra-

WASHINGTON.  Oct.  19— The  Ameri- 
can army  transport  Antilles,  homeward 
bouU'l  under  convoy,  was  torpedoed  and 
sunk  by  a  German  submarine  In  the  war 
r.one  on  Wednesday.  About  70  men  are 
missing  and   probably  lost. 

All  the  army  and  navy  ofllcers  aboard 
aad  the  ship's  master  were  among  tba 
1«7  survivors.  The  missing  are  mem- 
bers of  the  «rew.  three  civilian  engin- 
eers, some  enlisted  men  of  the  navy  and 
sixteen  of  thirty-three  soldiers  return- 
ing home  for  various  reasons.  Neither 
the  submarine  nor  the  torpedo  was  seen, 
and  the  transport  waa  hit  squarely 
amidships,  sinking  In  five  minutes. 

This  tragedy  of  the  Ste  is  tha  first 
of  any  magnitude  to  bring  home  to  the 
people  of  tha  United  States  the  rigors 
of  the  war  In  which  they  have  en- 
gaged against  Germany.  It  carries  the 
largest  casualty  list  of  the  war  of 
American  lives,  and  marks  the  first 
success  of  .  the  German  submarine  at- 
tacks on  American  transports. 

That  the  loss  of  life  was  not  greater 
Is  due  to  the  safeguards  with  which  tha 
navy  haa  surrounded  tha  transport  ser- 
vice and  the  quick  work  of  the  convoy- 
ing warships. 

Secretary  Daniels  announced  the  dis- 
aster tonight* in  a  statement  based  up- 
on a  brief  dispatch  from  Vlce-Admlral 
Alms,  which  gave  few  details,  and  which 
•did  not  sa>'  whether  It  was  a  day  or 
night  attack.  An  accurate  list  of  the 
missing  cannot  be  Issued  until  General 
Pershing  reports  the  names  of  the  army 
men  on  the  vessel  and  tha  llat  of  tha 
merchant  crew.

Raiders  Apparently  Unable  to  Operate  Success* 
fully    in    London    District  —  British    Airmen

LONDON,  Oct.  20. — At  midnight  six  or  seven  airships 
raided  the  Eastern  and  Northeastern  counties  of  Eiifjfland, 
dropping  bombs  at  various  points,  including  a  few  in  the 
London  area,  according  to  an  official  statement  just  issued. 

At  this  hour  the  raid  is  still  progressing. 

The  following  official  communication  was  issued: 

y+ — hostile  airships  attacked  the  Eastern  and  Northeast- 

ern  counties  this  evening.     The  enemy  aircraft  proceeded 

some  distance  inland  over  the  counties,  but  did  not  carry, 

out  any  very  definite  attacks. : 

"Six  or  seven  raiders  took  part  in  the  raid,  and  bombs 
have  been  dropped  at  various  points,  including  a  few  in  the 
London  area.     The  raid  is  still  in  progress." 

There  were  the  customary  scenes  in  London.  The  peo- 
ple hurried  to  the  subways  and  other  shelters,  which  were 
soon  filled.     The  omnibuses,  however,  continued  running. 

After  the  warning  was  sounded,  very  distant  roars  of 
guns  were  heard  for  a  few  "minutes.  -The  searchlights  were 
in  action,  but  no  hostile  aircraft  was  seen. 

It  is  evident  that  the  raiders  were  prevented  from  reach- 
ing the  London  district. 

BRITISH  AERIAL  WORK        ^ 

LONDON,  Oct.  IQ.— The  Briti.sh  official  communica- 
tion dealing  with  aviation  issued  tonight  says: 

"On  Thursday  morning  the  weather  was  brilliantly 
fine,  but  at  9  o'clock  low  thick  clouds  lifted  up  from  the 
west.  Artillery  work  and  photographic  work  were  carried 
out  by  our  airplanes,,  and  in  ihe.,CQurse  of  the  d«y  two  and 
a  half  tons  of  hombs  were  dropped  on  a  large  gun  position 
in  the  rear,  on  railway  sidings  near  Ghent,  and  on  various 
hostile  billets. 

"Atnight  another  ton  of  bombs  was  dropped  on  the 
Courtrai  station  and  a  German  airdrome  in  the  vicinity. 

"In  air  fighting  six  hostile  machines  were  downed  and 
four  driven  down  out  of  control,  while  another  was  shot 
down  by  anti-aircraft  guns.  Seven  of  our  machines  arc 
missing."  *  ;

Thd  deliberations,  which  were  behind 
closed  doors,  were  presided  over  by  J. 
A.  Young,  ot  North  tiay,  president  of 
the  Ontario  Reform  Asaociation. 

The  proceedings  commenced  at  11 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  It  waa  6:30 
p.m.  before  the  gathering  diapersed. 
The  delegates  estate  that  the  time  had 
been  taken  up  with  speeches,  practtcal- 
iy  everyojpe  being  called  upon  to  state 
his  Views.  It  was  asserted  that  while 
some  differences  of  opinion  were  eft- 
pressed,  the  gathering  waa  quite  har- 
monious, tilr  Wilfrid  Laurler,  it  was 
said,  spoke  both  In  the  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  was  accorded  a  warm 
reception,  the  resolution  endorsing  his 
leadership  not  being  challenged. 

It  ia  understood  that  Sir  Robert 
Borden's  manifesto,  outlining  the  plat- 
form upon  which  the  Union  Government 
will  appeal  to  the  country,  came  in  for 
.some  criticism.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  within  a  we«k  Sir  Wilfrid  Lauriar 
will  also  issue  a  manifesto  outlining  his 
position.

LUFBERY  DOWNS 


NEW  WESTMINSTER.  B.C.,  Oct,  IS. 
—That  existing  pensions  for  aoldiers 
and  their  dependents  will  be  practically 
doubled  by  the  Government  at  the  next 
session  of  the  House  of  Commons  was 
the  definite  announcement  made  by  Col. 
J.  D.  Taylor,  In  addressing  a  pubUo 
meeting,  called  to  select  delegates'  to 
attend  the  Conservative  convention. 

This,  of  course.  Is  subject  to  the  Bor- 
don  Union  0«evrnment  being  returned  to 
power  at  the  foKhcoming  elections.  The 
Idea  behind  the  new  legislation  will  be 
praetloal  abandonment  of  pensions  and 
substitution  therefore  of  the  Idea  ot 
oomponsatlon. 

The  principle  to  be  adopted  was  that 
any  man  who  returned  from  serrice  at 
the  frOnt  should  be  enabled  to  maintain 
hlmeelf  in  the  same  oomfert  and  ela- 
tion aa  before  the  war.  This  would  ap- 
ply also  to  families  of  men  killed  in  the 
aeVvlee  of  their  country,  said  Mr.  Tay- 
lor.

LONDON,  Oct.  19.— The  Daily  Mall 
condemne  what  It  terms  the  failure  of 
the  Britlah  fleet  from  preventing  the 
German  fleet  from  mastery  of  the  Gulf 
of  Riga  and  demands  "that  the  Admir- 
alty  make  an  explanation  of  this  humil- 
iating display  In  the  Baltic.'' 

"After  recalling  the  suootsses  of  the 
British  submarines  against  the  Oar- 
mans  tn  the  Baltic  in  the  Summer  and 
Autumn  of  ItlS.  the  newapaper  eaya: 
*'The  Germans  have  accomplished  all 
they  were  prevented  frorti  aceompllsh- 
Int  In  ISlI,  and  thejr  have  done  ao 
without  a  aingle  blow  being  struck  at 
then  by  any  arm  of  the  British  Navy — 
a  navy  far  stronger  than  It  was  two 
jrears  age  and  recently  reinforced  by 
the  addition  of  the  Amerloan  fleet." 


After  the  capture  of  Riga  by  the  Ger- 
mans, preparation  for  the  removal  of 
the  Government  to  Moscow  were  begun. 
The  failure  of  the  Germans  to  develop 
their  offensive  after  taking  Riga,  as 
well  as  the  approach  of  Winter  weather, 
making  open  campaigning  impracticable, 
relieved  the  fears  for  the  safety  of 
Petrograd  for  the  future.  Last  week  an- 
nouncement was  made  that  the  prei)ara- 
tlons  for  transferring  the  seat  of  Gov- 
ernment had  been  stopped,  as  there  waa 
no  prospect  that  such  action  would  be 
necessary,  at  least  for  some  time.  Tho 
new  offensive  operations  by  the  Ger- 
mans resulting  In  the  capture  of  Oesel 
and  Moon  Islands,  and  the  threat  of  an 
InvastM)  of  Bsthonia,  again  chaced  the 
situation,  however,  and  may  be  respon- 
sible for  the  decision  to  remove  the 
Government  to  Moscow,  th^  ancient 
capital.  .The  turbulent  political  con- 
ditions in  Petrograd  and 'the  presence 
there  of  large  numbers  of  extremtata 
and  agitators  may  have  alao  infiuenoed 
the  cabinet. 

Reval,  a  town  of  Ct,oeOi  two  hun- 
dred miles  southwest  of  Petrograd, 
is  a  naval  station,  and.  with  Melslng- 
fors  and  Hange,  on  the  northern  coaat 
of  the  Gulf  of  rtnland,  guards  the  ap- 
proaehee  to  the  Gulf.  The  landing  of 
German  forces  on  the  Bsthonlan  coaat 
would  menace  t'hls  town  from  the  rear.

When  it  was  first  seen  by  Lieut.  Lufbery 
the  German  aeroplane  was  several  hun- 
dred yarda  above  him,  but  by  making 
a  wide  detour  and  climbing  at  a  sharp 
angle,  the  American  was  able  to  make  a 
near  approach  to  the  German  biplane 
before  being  dlaeevered.  The  German 
pilot  was  killed  at  the  flrat  burnt  et 
fire  from  Lqfbery's  ;naehlne  gun,  mmt 
the  enemy  returned  the  fire  despite  the 
fact  that  his  pilot  had  been  killed  and 
that  his  own  death  was  imminent.  One 
bullet  from  the  German  machine  gun 
punctured  the  radiator  of  Lafbery's  ma- 
chine and  lodged  In  the  carbureter,  so 
that  he  was  compelled  to  land  bnmeSI- 
ately. 

Except  for  the  fact  that  a  strong 
ivlnd  had  b«en  blowing  In  the  dlrectian 
of  the  German  lines,  the  weather  of  the 
past  few  dare  has  been  ideal  for  flying, 
and  the  members  of  the  Lafayette 
squadron  have  been  busily  engnved.

WASIUNOTON,  Oct.  19.— Advices 
reaching  bera  todaV  froni  .Switserland 
say  the  people  of  Straaabi^g,  Mets.and 
other  places  in  Alsace-Lorraine,  re- 
iponded  with  a  general  outbiirnt  of  antl- 
aerman  feeling  to  the  attempt  to  ^loat 
part  of  the  new  German  war  loan  and 
celebrate  the  birthday  of  Von  Hinden- 
burg. 

In  spite  of  the  terror  that  tha  Prus- 
sian military  authorities  have  produced 
In  the  country,  on  the  birthday  of  Von 
Hindenburg.  October  2,  many  posters 
bearing  the  likeness  of  the  marshal 
were  scratched  ont  and  torn  down  over- 
night In  StraHBbiiTg.  At  Metz,  the  of- 
ficial advertisements  and  postern  of  the 
new  war  loan  also  were  torn  down,  and 
HO  far  the  outraged  German  authorities 
have  (ailed  to  find  anyone  to  punish. 

'  These  reports  are  regarded  as  more 
contradictory  evidence  to  Foreign  Min- 
ister von  Kuehlmann's  reported  asser- 
tion that  the  i>eople  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
do  not  wish  to  be  separated  from  Ger- 
many. 


"In  connection  with  tbe  Bolo  Pasha 
episode  and  tbe  diaclosure  of  Secretary 
lAnslng  concerning  the  part  alleged  to 
have  been  played  by  Ambassador  von 
Bemstorff  and  former  Secretary  von 
Jagow,  we  are  Informed  by  a  compe- 
tent source  that  the  personality  of  Bolo 
Pasha  waa  not  known  to  von  Bernstorff 
In  Washington,  Inasmuch  as  the  am- 
bassador did  not  have  recourse  to 
sources  In  the  United  States  which 
have  been  at  the  disposal  of  official 
Quarters  here.  It  is  alao  established 
that  the  name  of  Bolo  Pasha  -was  never 
made  known  to  von  Bernstorff  and  bis 
banker  Intermediaries  did  not  mention 
him.  Consequently  the  passage  in  the 
alleged  telegram  published  by  Secre- 
tary Lansing  In  which  von  Jagow  ask- 
ed von  Bernstorff  "What  Is  new  about 
Bolo'  Is  false. 

"This  warrants  the  obvious  deduc- 
tion regarding  the  trustworthiness  of 
other  details   In   this  telegram." 

The  Taglische  Rundschau  says  that 
the  mention  of  Bolo's  name  In  the  von 
Jagow  dispatch  Is  another  forgery  of 
Secretary  Lansing's,  "for  transparent 
purposes." 

In  the  New  York  inquiry  Into  the 
Bolo  affair  it  was  learned  that  Bolo 
had  an  accomplice  in  Swltserland. 
through  whom  he  had  learned  the 
terms  on  which  Germany  would  con- 
clude peace  with  France.  Bolo  Pasha 
Is  said  to  have  received  more  than 
11.700.000  fr6m  von  BemBto>S.to  aid 
in  carrying  out  his  plot.

TEACHrNG  OF  TREASON 

Prealdeat   of   Priaretea    Csiverslty   Mraacly 
Cea^mas   Ose   Ontreme   of   Aradeoile 
r's  Cbaracter 


PHILADELPHIA,  Oct.  19.— Treason 
spread  in  tbe  guise  of  academic  teach- 
ing was  condemned  by  Dr.  John  Grier 
Hibben.  president  of  Princeton  Univer- 
sity, before  a  group  of  eminent  educa- 
tors assembled  here  today  to  define  the 
relation  of  the  college  to  the  state. 

"When  any  member  of  a  college  fac- 
tion throws  about  himself  the  cloak  of 
academKc  freedom  to  utter  treason,  then 
academic  freedom  is  a  farce."  declared 
Dr.  Hibben. 

The  m>eaker  said  the  theory  of  the 
Government  was  that  of  right  over 
wrong,  honesty  over  dishonesty,  and  de- 
cency /Over  Indecency. 

"As  sure  as  there  Is  a  Ood  in  heaven," 
be  said,  "a  nation  so  Inhuman  ai  Ger- 
many will  have  no  regard  for  these 
principles  If  It   wins." 


ALBANY,  N.  Y..  Oct.  1>.— Dr.  Henry 
Van  Dyke,  former  United  States  Am- 
baasador  to  the  Ne^erlands,  charged 
that  the  German  system  of  education 
brought  on  the  war.  before  the  convo- 
cation of  tbe  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York.  In  l>io  tbe  speaker  said 
the  German  Bmperor  addressed  a  so- 
called  education  conference  at  Berlin, 
and,  after  speaking  of  the  need  of  ex- 
pansion, declared  that  the  "school  ought 
flrst  to  all  to  have  opened  the  duel 
against  demcrcracy,"  and  added: 

"Gentlemen.  I  am  in  need  of  soldiers. 
We  ought  to  apply  to  the  superior 
schools  the  organisation  In  force  in  our 
military  and  cadet  schools." 

Bearing  out  his  assertion  that  the 
sinking' of  the  Lusltanla  was  a  mellcl- 
ous  and  premeditated  act.  Dr.  Van  Dyke 
said  that,  although  the  big  passenger 
steamer  was  sunk  on  May  7.  1915,  the 
medals  presented  to  the  submarine  crew 
bore  the  date  of  May  S.

Chairman  Tustin  spoke  of  the  ex- 
travagance of  delivery  noticeable  In 
some  oases,  and  said  that  as  Ottawa 
had  the  cheapest  milk,  would  It  not  1>e 
possible  to  place  all  other  cities  on 
the  samo  basis  with  the  same  methods?

It  ^was  decided  that 
the  milk  committee  should  take  the 
cost  of  production  as  it  stands  and  ftx 
prices  for  the  various  districts.  As 
cost  of  production  advanced  or  decreas- 
ed, the  price  of  milk  could  be  flxed  on 
a   sliding   scale. 

W.  A.  Wilson.  Dairy  Commissioner  for 
Saskatchewan,  who  reached  the  conven- 
tion today,  opponed  the  resolution  pass 
ed  yesterday  favoring  the  raanufSicture 
and  importation  of  oleomargarine.  Ho 
stated  that  the  admission  and  manu- 
facture of  oleomargarine  would  penalise 
the  most  laborious  branch  of  agricul- 
ture and  the  one  the  farmer  would  be 
most  likely   to  drop. 

The  Introduction  of  margarine  wonld 
be  a  direct  challenge  to  the  producers 
of  butter  to  produce  less. 

Tha  problem  before  the  milk  commit- 
tee Is  to  ascertain  the  coBt.,of  producing 
and  tbe  cost  of  distribution  of  milk 
to  see  if  means  can  not  be  suggested 
of  reducing  these  costs,  or.  at  any  rate, 
of  preventing  them  from  going  higher. 
Such  is  the  view  of  P.  B.  Tustin.  chief 
of  the  food  and  dairy  division  of  Win- 
nipeg and  chairman  of  the  milk  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Food  Con- 
troller. . 

As  explaining  some  of  the  dlffleultlen 
which  He  In  reducing  the  price  to  the 
consumer,  Mr.  Tustin  said  the  high 
prices  offered  by  the  milk  condenslnff 
plants  in  Canada  and  those  Just  south 
of  the  border  line  gavo  the  farmer  an 
alternative  market.  The  price  orf<tred 
for  milk  for  condensing  purposes  T'raC'' 
tically  dcitermlned  the  price  which  must 
bo   paid   by    tho   city  consumer.

Tha 
whole  blatory  oif  modern  naval  warfare 
provea  that  it  would  be  the  height  of 
folly  for  the  Orand  Fleet  to  attempt 
an  attack  on  Oarmany'a  North  Sea 
ceaat  line,  on  which  are  located  the 
ftrongeat  defencaa  th4t  the  world  haa 
ever  kaown.  Moving  gun  platforms 
oannof  eopa  auccaaafully  with  land 
fbrtiJMaiionk:  and  when  the  latter  ar« 
fronted  by  aquare  milaa  upon  aquaro 
milea  of  mineflalda.  and  the  approaohea 
are  eaverad  by  the  guna  of  Heligoland, 
Ih^  fMIr  of  any  naval  offenalve  agalnat 
Oermany  la  at  once  apparent.  Only 
thoae  uninformed  about  naval  oon- 
41Uoiia  eauld  auggaat  that  BriUin  la 
IM  any  Way  reaponiable  tor  the  Oermaa 
occupation  6f  tha  Oulf  of  Riga. 

Suppoaing  the  Grand  Fleet  were  In  a 
poaltton  to  dlapatch  a  powerful  aquad> 
roc  Into  the  Baltic.  It  would  have  to 
conaltfar  the  atrategic  value  of  auoh  a 
move  Ht  all  Ita  bearlnga;  and  alao  bear 
la  lAlad  that  dlaolpllne  among  Ruaaia'a 
TAval  foroea  may  caUapaa.  Jnat  aa  It 
did  on  land.  It  maat  never  be  forgotten 
that  the  chief  role  of  Briuin'a  Navy 
ia  thla  war  la  to  maintain  the  Empire 
hrtaet.  and  to  kaap  the  mala  waterwaya 
9i  the  world  open  ao  that  men  and 
aupplloe  can  be  diapatohed  to  and  from 
all  the  theatrea  where  dghUng  la  Uklng 
plaoe.  The  OraaC  Fleet  would  be  lm> 
perilling  Britain  and  humanity  If  it 
were  to  attempt  a  dlvM-alon  In  tha 
Baltle.  even  auppoaing  auoh  an  enter- 
prlae  were  poaalMe.  If  Ruaata  had 
retained  her  Initial  atrength  in  the  war 
there  waaM  be  no  aeoaalon  now  for 
apacttlattoa  about  haw  aha  can  be  aavod 
fra«i  farther  diaaatqr-  The  AlUea  are 
willtiig  to  'render  bar  all  the  alil  In 
thalr  vawer  It  tbay  aaa  do  ao  wltVoat 
Jeopardlaing  the  cauae  for  which  they 
ara  flghttag.  bat  Raaala  muat  Srpt  elaaa 
up  har  awa  lataraal  altuatlon.

The  deieialon  of  tba  Ruaaian  Oovern* 
ment  to  move  the  capital  from  Petra> 
grad  to  Moacow  la  due,  not  oaly  ta 
military  reaaone,  but  because  the  couu' 
try  la '  faelag  food,  economic,  flnanelal 
and  tranaport  crisea.  Petrograd  la  w 
hotbed  of  Soclallam.  For  wecka  past 
afltatqra  have  been  aaslduously  preaeh- 
log  peace  at  nameroua  meetlnga  night* 
ly.  The  food  altuatlon  there  ia  becotn< 
ing  acute,  for  aqppliea  are  increasingly 
dimcuU  to  obtain.  While  the  Oovem- 
meat^Pfllltia*  h(  the  pfeaehl  o^ital 
It  la  at  the  book  and  call  of  the  Soviet. 
In  tbia  regard  :t  la  difflcult  to  aay 
whether  the  removal  to  Petrograd  wilt 
improve  conditions,  for  the  Extremlati 
have  obtained  control  of  the  Moaopw 
Workmen'a  Council  by  a  vote  of  ISS  to 
361.  But  In  Moacow  are  to  b«  fouad 
many  repreaenUtlvea  of  tbe  Mlat 
elementa  in  Ruaatan  life,  and  they  ara 
powerful  anough  to  atand  aa  a  buffer 
between  the  Government  and  thoae  who 
aeek  to  promote  anarchy  out  of  tHa 
Revolution.  For  this  reason  Moacow  la 
tho  logical  capital,  for  it  repreaenta 
more  truly  the  feelinga  of  the  people 
In  thla  criala  of  their  affairs. 

Petrograd  aince  March  laat  haa  been 
a  whirlpool  of  conflicting  opinlona.  It 
was  there  that,  under  the  old  reglmd 
abaalutlam  azerolaed  Ita  greateat  Wfl^Yt 
with  the  reauU  that  liberty,  when 'it 
came,  speedily  developed  into  llcanee^ 
Aa  long  aa  Ruaala  ia  adminlaUrad  from 
the  capital  founded  by  Peter  the  Great 
diaruptloa  only  growa  In  volume.  Law 
and  order,  aa  we  know  them,  have  beak 
unknown  in  Ruaala  for  many  aMntlU' 
P«at.  \lome  draatio  atep  haa  baeame 
neeeaaary  and  the  Provialonal  Govern- 
ment ha[<  «een  driven  to  It,  oatenstbly 
by  the  advancing  forcea  of  Oermany. 
but  in  reality  by  an  aooumglation  of 
eventa  af  which  the  moat  powerful  haa 
been  Ita  own  Impotenee.  It  .haa  been 
forced  to  aeleet  a  new  environment 
from  which  it  hopea  to  be  able  to 
govern  more  auccaaafully.  If  it  fklla 
agi^  the  elementa  which  now  hold  the 
reliS  of  power,  but  are  unable  to  drive 
the  ear  of  atate.  will  hava  to  give  way 
to  others.  If  Russia  la  to  be  aavcd, 
Iior  aalvatlon  reata  with  heraelf  and  not 
with  anything  tha  AHiee  oan  do  la  thla 
emergency.  ,

Dr.  Robartaon 
might  have  gone  a  little  further  and 
explained  that  aince  the  Britlah  Oov- 
einment  fixed  the  price  of  the  quar- 
tern loaf  at  Id  there  haa  beea  ao  much 
competition  among  the  bakera  that  In 
aome  eaaee  It  la  being  aold  for  Id. 
There  la  ao  preaent  poasibillty  of  tbe 
Britlah  Gdvemment  having  to  aubaidiae 
tbe  trade  In  any  way.

Sir, — On  paga  11  In  your  laaue  of  the 
Itth  Inat.  appeara  a  paragraph  headed, 
"Save  Seeda  for  Planting."  In  which 
advice  Is  given  to  thoae  interested  In 
agriculture  to  aave  their  owp  aeeda. 
Thla  advice  cannot  be  too  often  Im- 
pi'essed  upon  the  people  of  BriUs)i  Col- 
ambia,  not  only  becauM  rt  the  auperlor 
quality  of  home-grown  sdeds,  but^  also 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  that  will 
be  encountered  In  the  future  m  procur- 
ing the  best  soeOs  from  othnr  countrlea. 
In  Great  Britain  an  embargo  has  brnn 
placel  on  vegetable  aeeds  thla  year; 
moat  of  the  heat  varletlea  are  Imported 
from  Britlah  oeedam^n.  and  the  effect 
of  outtlbg  off  thla  aource  of  supply 
will  be  felt  very  acutely  here  next 
year. 

We  have  oae  of  the  boat  climates  in 
the  world  for  seed  cultiiro,  the  seeds 
of  legtimlnous  or  pod  bearing  plants 
being  especially  fertile,  as  exemplified 
by  the  growth  of  the  broom  In  tbe 
vicinity  of  Victoria;  British  Columbia 
grown  a#eet  peaa  aro  already  gaining 
a  reputation  amongst  s^iedsnien  outside.* 
The  time  is  now  rtpe  for  our  Province 
to  take  up  Bo4d  culture  seriously  and 
become  an  exporter  Instead  of  an  im- 
porter.

This  war  la  no  accident.  Neither  did 
It  come  about  tbrouah  the  tempofary 
breakdown  of  Euroi>ean  diplomacy.  It 
waa  carefully  planned  and  deliberately 
executed  la  eold  blood.  The  aplrlt  and 
BH»tlTe  behind  It  were  the  aplrlt  and 
moUvea  that  brousht  about  the  war 
between  Proaata  and  Dearaark.  the  war 
between  Pruaala  and  Auetrla.  and  the 
war  between  Pruaala  and  Prance.  «'lt 
,  waa  undertaken  In  the  furtherance  of 
a  deOalto  programme  of  Pruaalan  Im* 
perlallara. 

Since  my  return  from  France,  where 
I  visited  the  front  and  had  many  franlc 
ooaferenoea  with  Pk-ench  atateemen  an^ 
aenerals,  and  with  British  commandera 
as  well.  It  has  been  more  and  more 
Impreased  on  me  that  every  American 
who  has  had  opportunltlea  to  peep 
behind  the  scenes  and  see  for  himself 
how  this  terrible  tragedy  waa  aUved 
owea  It  to  hia  fellow-countrymen  to 
five  them  all  the  Information  In  hie 
possession  which  will  enable  them  to 
Tlsuallae  the  menace  that  haa  been 
hanclnc  over  the  jrreat  republic,  and 
still  hangs  over  it.  becausei  of  this 
frussiuii  mania  for  world  power.  The 
premeditation  la  now  proved,  and  Am- 
ericans who  withhold  evidence  become 
accessories  after  the  fact  to  Germany's 
crime. 

Whenever  the  question  of  peace  la 
raised,  the  Kaiser  solemnly  asserts 
t>»*t  he_dld  not  win  this  war.  but  that, 
with  the  help  of  the  rood  German  Ood, 
be 'Will  see  it  through  to  the  end.  He 
did  will  this  war.  and  he  brought  It 
about  when  It  suited  hIa  purposes  and 
hla  preparations.  The  Serbian  Incident 
waa  more  than  an  excuae:  It  was  an 
opportunity. 

On  Ausust  IS.  1»14.  aa  Ambaasador 
at  ConaUntlnople.  I  called  oa  the 
Marquis  of  PullavlclnL  the  Austrian 
Ambaseaddr,  to  conarratulate  hiro  on  the 
Emperor's  84  th  birthday. 

After  exchangintr  the  uaual  diplo- 
matic compllmenta  eulUble  to  auch  an 
occaaion,  he  spoke  of  the  condition  of 
the  Emperor's  health  and  hla  jrreat 
physical  and  mental  activity  In  spite 
of  the  strain  to  which  he  was  subject- 
ed. The  conversation  then  turned  to 
the  war,  which  was  in  lu  third  week, 
and  His  Excellency  told  me  that  when 
he  visited  the  Emperor  In  May  Hla 
Majesty  had  aaid  that  war  waa  Inevit- 
able because  of  conditions  in  the  Bal- 
fcana.  The  Austrian  Crown  Prince  was 
murdered  at  Sarajevo  on  June  N:  yet 
""weeks  before  that  the  Austrian  Em- 
peror had  conllded  to  hla  Ambassador 
to  Turkey  that. war  was  InevlUble. 
Oeafarcaaa  1»  BaiUa 

A  stin  mora-  remarkable  eonflrmatloa 
came  to  me  ftom  Baron  Wanaenheim, 
the  German  Ambassador  at  Constan- 
tinople. In  an  outburat  of  enthuelaam 
after  the  arrival  of  the  Goeben  and  the 
Breslau  in  the  Dardanellea.  he  haviag 
directed  their  movement  by  wireless 
while  they  were  endeavoring  to  escape 
from  the  Brltleh  fleet,  tba  German  Amr 
baasador  Informed  me  that  a  conference 
had  been  held  in  Berlin  In  the  early 
part  of  July,  at  which  the  date  of  the 
war  Waa  fixed.  This  conference  was 
presided  over  by  the  Kaiaer.  Baron 
Wangenhelm  was  present  to  report  on 
Conditions  In  Turkey.  Moltke,  the 
Chief  of  SUff,  was  there,  and  so  was 
Grand  Admiral  von  Tlrplts.  With  them 
were  the  leadera  of  German  finance,  the 
directors  of  the  railroads  and  the  cap- 
Uins  of  Industry,  whose  aid  waa  easen- 
tlal  to  the  Kaiaer  in  putting  hia  vast 
military  machine  in  operation.  Each 
was  asked  If  he  waa  ready  for  war. 
All  replied  In  the  affirmative  except  the 
financiers,  who  ineiated  that  they  must 
have  two  weeks  in  which  to  sell  for- 
eign securities  and  arrange  their  loans. 

At  the  time'  this  conference  was  held 
nobody  outside  the  Inner  circles  of  the 
Berlin  and  Vienna  govemmenta  dreamed 
of  war  as  a  result  of  the  Sarajevo 
aasasslnatlons.  They  took  good  p»re 
that  no  ausplclon  ahould  be  aroused. 
The  Kaiaer  went  straightway  to  Nor- 
way on  hla  yacht.  The  Chancellor  left 
Berlin  for  a  rest 

The  diplomatlo  corps  had  no  intlma^ 
tion  of  the  Impending  calamity  aad  the 
British  Ambaasador  went  away,  leaving 
the  embassy  to  th^  charge  d'affaires. 
The  same  drug  was  used  In  Vienna, 
and  even  when  the  blow  fell  the  Rus- 
sian Ambaiisador  waa  away  from  his 
post  on  vacation. 

As  the  British  White  Book  shows.  It 
waa  not  until  July  30  that  Sir  Edward 
drey,  the  British  Secretary  of  SUte  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  asked  the  German 
Ambaasador  in  London  whether  he  had 
any  news  of  what  waa  going  on  in 
Vienna  In  regard  to  Serbia.  Many  days 
ttefore  the  British  Foreign  Secretary 
asked  this  question  war  had  been 
decided  upon  in  Berlin  and  Vienna  and 
everything  was  being  made  ready  to 
ralaa  the  curtain  upon  the  neat  ghastly 
drama  of  history.  From  the  date  of 
thia  conference  the  German  flnanclera 
were  busy  with  their  part,  while  the 
army  marked  time.  ' 

It  waa  not  to  me  alone  that  Baron  I 
Wangenhelm  told  the  atory  of  this  j 
Bertln  oenfereace.  Only  recently  the 
Marquis  Oarroal,  the  Itallaa  Ambaasa- 
dor at  Constaatlaople.  announced  that 
Baron  Waaganhalm  said  the  aama  thing 
to  him.  Italy  at  that  time  being  a 
member  of  the  Triple  Alliance. 

The  dectelea  for  war  which  the  Ans- 
trlaa  Emperor  had  confided  to  hla  Am- 
bassador to  Turkey  la  May,  aad  which 
tba  Kaiaer  fully  ravaalad  to  hla  Ifau- 
teaanta  to  July,  waa  the  eulmlaatloa 
of  plana  that  had  been  under  way  for 
:S  years.  Just  as  Bismarck  had  platted 
aad  caatrlved  te  aalte  the  Oarmaa 
atotee  by  war  and  to  create  aa  Eiaplra 
damlaatad  by  Pi-nasla,  sa  the  ffslasr 
had  brooded  over  Ma  awa  dreaai  «r 
making  Oanaaay  tha 
the  worM.

APFUCANTS  SEE 
SAMPLE  FORMS 


Object  Lesson  for  Those  Who 
Report  for  Service  or  Apply 
for  Exemption  —  Instruc- 
tlons  to  Postmasters. 


OTTAWA.  Oct  iS.-^Postmaatera 
throughout  the  country  have  received 
explicit  instructions  to  give  every  as- 
sistance to  applicants  for  exemption  or 
report  forms  under  the  Military  Ser- 
vice Act  Further  to  facitltote  the  fill- 
ing out  of  forms  poetmasterf  have  been 
supplied  with  specimens  especially  in- 
tended to  be  hung  up  for  reference  by 
applicants.  The  specimens  are  iden- 
tical with  the  form  to  be  filled  out,  ex- 
cept that  they  do  not  bear  a  reference 
number.  By  consulting  hte  specimen, 
an  applicant  Is  able  to  make  himself 
familiar  with  the  method  of  filling  out 
hla  particular  form. 

It  la  pointed  out  that  the  type  of 
form  used  was  adopted  both  as  a 
meana  of  keeping  accurate  check  and 
as  a  protoctlon  to  the  man  himself. 

The  man  who  has  filled  out  his  form 
is  given  an  attached  receipt  bearing 
the  same  number  aa  the  form.  This 
receipt  he  can  always  produce  to  show 
that  be  has  complied  with  the  terms 
of  the  proclamation.  Every  man  com- 
tog  within  the  first  olaaa  la  required  to 
fill  out  one  of  two  forma.  If  he  doea 
not  wiah  to  claim  exemptlMi  he  fllla 
out  tha  report  form.  If  he  wiahes  to 
claim  exemption,  he  fills  out  the  ex- 
emption claim  form.  Eight  grounds  on 
which  a  man  may  claim  exemption  ara 
indicated  in  the  form.  The  man  merely 
places  a  cross  opposlto  the  one  on 
be    raakea    hia    claim. 

In  regard  to  medical  examlnatlona, 
the  military  service  council  issued  the 
following  stotoment  today: 

"The  impression  seems  to  prevail  In 
some  quartora  that  the  procedure 
adopted  in  connection  with  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Militory  Service  Act 
makea  it  compulsory  for  a  member  of 
Claaa  One  to  be  medically  examined 
before  claiming  exemption.  This  Idea 
la  entirely  erroneous.  Facilities  for 
medical  examination  were  arranged  for 
In  advance  of  the  issue  of  the  proclam- 
ation to  serve  the  convenience  of  the 
public,  and  the  extont  to  which  the 
nq^edical  boards  have  been  sought  indl- 
catos  that  the  public  have  appreciated 
the  advantages  of  this  arrangement 
Medical  examination,  however,  prior  to 
reporting  for  aervlce  or  claiming  ex- 
emption, is  and  has  always  been  op- 
tional. Tha  council  has  strongly  re- 
commended and  still  strongly  recom- 
mends to  members  of  the  claas.  wher- 
ever It  is  possible^  to  be  examined  be- 
fore reporting  or  claiming  exemption, 
but  where  thia  course  presanto  unusual 
dlAculty  it  would  be  better  for  the 
man  to  wait  until  after  he  has  put  in 
his  report  for  sarvica  or  his  claim  for 
exemption,  and  be  will  receive  notice 
In  due  coufse  as  to  his  medical  exam- 
ination." •

OTTAWA,  Oct.  1>.— Varlout  depart- 
menu  of  the  Oovemment  have  been 
boml>arded  with  requests  for  appoint- 
ments to  go  overseas  to  take  the  sold- 
lere'  vote.

Major  Purney,  Overseaa  Clerk  of  the

Oct.  1».— For  ^he  first  «U 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  with 
Auguat  the  total  trade  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  amounted  to  |1,847.7S1,B3<  as 
compared  with  $1,148,169,412.  an  In- 
crease of  approximately  9200,000,000. 
For  the  month  of  Auguat  alone  Can- 
ada's trade  reached  the  large  figure  of 
tl9S,S03,S17.  For  August.  1916.  it  was 
1101,7(7,961. 

For  the  six  months  period  free  goods 
were  Im^rted  to  the  value  of  9260,- 
496,206  and  dutiable  goods  to  the  value 
of  9299.099,018.

The  colonel  declared 
that  they  were  all  Jugoslavs,  and  sur- 
rendered voluntarily  in  order  to  enlist 
In  the  Jugoslav  legion  now  being  formed 
out  of  the  reorgaaltad  Serb  army.

A  nodam.  oompletely  equipped  In- 
stitutional homo  for  the  Children's  Aid 
tk>ciety  is  what  tho  oflleera  of  that 
organisatloB  are  sotting  out  to  aseura 
for  next  yoar.  It  was  learned  yeatar- 
day. 

The  proposal  will  be  put  up  to  the 
city  council  at  7:S0  o'clock  next  Mon- 
day night  The  plana  of  the  oncers, 
it  was  said,  are  to  aecuro  the  money 
through  the  submission  to  the' ratepay- 
ers at  the  municlpsi  elections  la  Jan- 
uary of  a   bylaw. 

The  officials  explain  that  tho  much 
diacussed  question  of  conditions  at  the 
home  will  thus  be  put  up  to  •the  city 
and  .future  criticism  placed  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  aldermen  or  the  voters. 
So  far  the  officers  of  the  society  have 
had  to  endure  all  the  blame  for  crowd* 
ed  conditlona  at  the  home. 

The  present  home  which  Is  rented  by 
the  organization  has  long  outgrown  its 
usefulness.  Alderman  Johns,  a  member 
of  the  executive,  said  yesterday.  He 
pointed  out  that  it  was  capable  of 
ax  commodating  ten  inmates  a -few  years 
ago  when  it  was  opened,  but  is  not 
suitable  for  the  forty  at  present.

Pte.  W.  J.  Johnston,  of  Victoria,  who 
was  reported  wounded  last  July,  has 
died  as  a  result  of  his  in^ries.  News 
which  reached  the  city  ,  yesterday 
stated  he  succumbed  on  October  12  at 
the  Red  Cross  Hospital  In  Winchester, 
li:n  gland. 

He  left  Victoria  in  March,  101«,  with 
a  draft  of  the  1st'  Csnadifin  Pioneers 
and  went  over  to  France  in  June,  1916, 
l>elng  in  France  one  year. 

Pte.  Johnstone  was  bom  in  this  city 
forty-six  years  ago,  and  was  the  son  ot 
the  late  J.  M.  Johnston  and  Mrs.  D.  M. 
Johnston.  He  received  his  education  at 
St.  Louis  College  and  the  Central 
School.  He  leaves  besides  a  widow  and 
children,  who  live  on  Olive  Street,  his 
mother,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Johnston,  and  three 
sisters,  Mrs.  George  Oeary,  Mrs.  A.  C 
Boyce  and  Miss  N.  Johnston,  all  of  this 
city.  A  stepson,  Pte.  James  Lines,  was 
killed  at  VImy  Ridge  on  April  9,  and 
another  stepson,  Pte.  4ack  Lines,  was 
wounded  at  the  same  time  and  is  now 
convalescing  in  .Bngland.

In  Judicial  efforts  launched  by  the 
8t«te  of  Waahlngton  to  extradite  Mr. 
Arthur  N,  Bennett '  from  British  Colum* 
Ma,  under  a  warrant  which  charge*  him 
with  having  committed  perjury  in  cer- 
tain dirorca  proceedings  at  Beattle  on 
July  *  last,  evidence  from  Illinois. 
Washincton  and  Nevada  will  probably 
bo  prssented  bafora  Kxtradltlon  JuJge 
"laanpman.  Mr.  Usaoett,  who  whs  ar- 
rested on  Tuesday  by  Detective  Murray 
of  tha  city  pollee  force,  and  ha*  been 
In  eustody  of  abarUI  Richards  alnce. 
was  again  In  court  yesterday  before 
Judge  Lampman,  when  Mr.  C.  H.  Har- 
rison, acting  for  the  State  of  Washing- 
ton, ASked  for  a  further  remand  In  or- 
der that  necaaaary  evidence  required 
from  the  United  States  might  be  se- 
cured. 

There  was  a  lengthy  argument  be- 
tween Mr.  Harrison  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Mac- 
Lakn,  reUined  by  Mr.  Klllott,  counsel 
for  Mr.  Bennett,  as  to  the  necessity  for 
this,  fl^I.ay,  ,Mr.  Maclean  holding  that 
the  prosecution  should  be  ready  to  go 
oa,  that  his  client  could'  refute  the  al- 
legatlona  against  him  and  that  what- 
ever charges  might  be  made  against 
Mr.  Bennett  as  to  his  actions  In  Illi- 
nois and  Nevada  in  connection  with  the 
divorce  actions,  the  fact  was  the  com- 
plaint under  whUsh  his  extradition  was 
beln«  sought  referred  solely  to  the  al- 
leged perjury  In  Seattle  and  the  pro- 
ceedings here  must  be  confined  to  that 
phase  of  it. 

Mr.  Harrison  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
the  flrst  Mrs.  Bennett,  to  secure  a  di- 
vorce from  whom  proceedings  were  in- 
stituted by  Mr.  Bennett  first  In  Nevada 
and  subsequently  In  Washington,  would 
have  evidence  of  Importance  to  present 
aa  would  also  Mr,  Frederick  A.  Bangs, 
her  solicitor,  and  their  d*poaitlon« 
would  ba  necessary  In  the  proceedings 
her*. 

Counsel  also  indulged  In  a  lengthy 
^  argument  concerning  the  proper  pro- 
cedure  of  authenticating  the  deponU 
tlons  of  parUea  In  th«  United  States  for 
us*  m  *xtradltlon  proceedings  In  Csn- 
ada,  Mr.  Harrison  holding  that  such 
•  must  b«  s*nt  to  Washington,  D.  C.  and 
come  through  the  regular  federal  chan- 
nels as  Is  neoessary.  he  claimed.  In  all 
extradition  procsedlngH.  These  steps, 
he  argued,  made  his  request  for  a  re- 
mand for  two  week*  a  proper  one. 

Mr.  Macl/ean  asked  for  ball,  claiming 
It  was  net  a  case  where  his  client  had 
fled,  but  rather  one  where  a  man  came 
to  Victoria  and  Intended  to  reside  here. 
Bennett  had  left  Seattle,  not  because 
he  feared  prosecution,  and  therefore  he 
could  not  b*  said  to  be  a  fugitive 

Mr.  Harrison  opined  Bennett  left  be- 
cause he  knew  he  had  committed  per- 
jury and  wanted  to  get  beyond  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  State 
of  Waahlngton. 

To  Mr.  MacLean's  declaration  that 
the  whole  case  was  one  of  a  dispute 
between  man  and  wife  Mr.  Harrison  as- 
sarted the  whole  divorce  proceeding  had 
been  a  bogus  one,  that  the  flrst  Mrs. 
Bennktt  had  never  received  notice  or 
instructions  to  appear  to  defend  the 
aetton.  The  divorce  proceedings  had 
b**n  the  "worst  kind  of  a  frame-up,"  he 
declared. 

Jttdge  Lampman  Anally  flxed  ball  at 
fB,9*0  personal  bond  and  two  sureties 
of  I3.S0*  each,  the  hearing  to  be  re- 
manded until  th«  a«th  Inst,  at  11  a.  m. 
The  sureties  are  Mr.  Laurence  Oeodacre 
and  Mr.  I.Aurence  Roy  Ooodacr*. 

Th*  complaint  upon  which  the  war- 
rant wss  Issued  In  the  Seattle  court 
obarvtnff  Bennett  with  perjury  recited 
that  Bennett  falsely  swore  that  he  had 
oome  to  Seattle  three  yearn  prior  to 
June  4.  the  date  of  commencement  of 
hia  divorce  action,  and  had  been  a  fesi- 
d*nt  of  that  state  for  one  year  prior  to 
that  date;  that  Ada  A.  Bennett,  from 
whom  h*  aought  the  divorce,  was  ad- 
dicted to  the  excessive  use  of  liquors 
and  drugs  and  'while  under  th«  Inllu- 
ence  of  such  drugs  w-ould  conduct  her- 
self In  an  unseemly  manner  and  to  all 
•PP«i^«nc«s  made  a  display  of  im- 
moral instincta."  and  that  he,  Bennett. 
and  Ada  A.  Bennett  had  not  lived  to- 
•«ther  as  husliand  and  wl^  since  1112, 
•nd  that  she  had  threatened  to  kill 
him.  Whereas,  th*  complaint  goes  on 
to  state.  B«nn*tt  had  not  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Stat*  of  Washington  for 
mare  than  one  year  prior  to  June  «, 
1»1T:  that  Ada  A.  Bennett  was  net  then 
and  th»r«  ad«ei*d  to  th*  *xce»Mlr*  use 
•(  drugs,  nor  did  ah*  rendnet  k*ra*ir  In 
an  unseemly  manner;  that  th*  two  had 
•otually  Uv*d  tog*th*r  aa  husband  sad 
wife  sine*  tMt.  and  that  ah*  bad  never 
threatened  to  Mil  him.

Ootob*r  Is  more  than  half  over,  and 
there  will  be  gray  days  to  come.  While 
th*  aunshlne  laats  the  busiest  women 
should  take  time  to  admire  the  gardens 
In  their  Autumn  dress.  One  need  not  go 
far  from  home  to  get  glimpses  that  will 
delight  and  cheer. 

The  sunshine  is  ev^rywher*.  and  now 
that  th*  fogs  have  gone  the  air  la  crisp 
and  azhllaratlng.  On  many  a  wall  the 
crimson  of  the  Virginia  creeper  reminds 
the  aaatemer  of  the  glory  of  the  Au- 
tumn woods,  although  a  month  and 
more  since  these  were  stripped  ot  their 
foliage.  Our  own  trees  are  still  green, 
albeit  their  delicate  freshness  vanished 
hi  mid-Summer.  The  birds  have  stolen 
many  of  the  rowan  tree  berries  which 
a  few  weeks  ago  were  a  coral  glory. 
The  deeper  crimson  of  the  hawthorn 
shows  here  and  there,  and  the  holly 
berries  are  beginning  to  gleam  amid  the 
polished   leaves. 

Lawns  were  never  smoother  or  green- 
er, and  beds  of  scarlet  geraniums  and 
yellow  calceolarias  make  a  pleasing 
contrast.  The  golden  glow  haa  faded, 
and'  the  seeds  of  Its  cousin,  the  sun- 
flow*r,  ar*  b*glnnlng  to  fall  but  some 
borders  are  bright  with  late  asters  of 
many  hues.  Above  a  high  fence  a  great 
branch  of  pink  roses  seems  to  defy  the 
morning  breexe  and  dahlias,  white,  yel- 
low, pink  and  crimson  have  escaped  the 
touch  of  early  frost.  Their  places  will 
soon  be  taken  by  the  orysfnthemums, 
already  In  bloom,  and  their  many  shades 
of  deep  red  and  gold^wlth  softer  hues 
of  cream.  Their  coming  seems  to  tell 
ua  that  every  season  has  its  J6ys  and 
to  whisper  a  message  of  cheer  and  hope 
and  glad  courage.  These  garden  ffow- 
ers  lack  the  perfection  of  their  hot- 
house sisters,  but  their  lavish  beauty 
la  very  welcome  when  the  more  deHcate 
favorites  of  the  garden  vanish.  .This 
morning,  however,  clove  pinks  are  still 
blooming  and  sweet.  A  stray  popy 
may  be  seen,  and  stocks  which  have 
lasted  more  than  ten  weeks.  The  sec- 
ond blooms  of  th*  Ascolsia  Callfornica 
brighten  their  adopted  home  and  cory- 
opsis  and  fuschlaa  with  the  delicate 
blooms  of  th*  sUrlIke  campanula  re- 
ward the  search  of  the  flower  lover. 
While  thos*  who  lov*  the  pale  blooms 
of  the  cosmos  are  repaia  for  their  care. 
The  windowa  of  the  florists  weirp  never 
more  beautiful,  and  one^lmost  envte* 
those  who  with  exquisite  taste  display 
tha  beauties  they  lov*. 

Perhaps  at  m>  seaaon  of  the  year  does 
Victoria  b*tt*r  Justify  th^  nam*  "A 
little  bit  of  Kngland"  than  In  the  early 
Autumn.

Can  the 

same  b*  said  of  those  young  peoiHe  who 

should  have  had  a  far  better  training 

than  most  of  their  elders  hav*  badt 

It  may  be  aald  by  superior  peopl* 
that  newspapers  ar*  not  safe  guides. 
They  ar*  the  only  channels  through 
which  the  doings  of  the  world  around 
us  reach  us.  If  the  channals  ar*  not 
straight  it  Is  th*  part  of  th*s*  superior 
people  to  do  their  utmost  to  mak*  tham 
so.  To  allow  young  people  to  grow  up 
without  a  desire  to  know  what  is  going 
on  In  the  world  Is  wrong.  It  is  thay 
who  must  carry  on  Its  affairs.  They 
cannot  do  this  Intelligently  unless  they 
have  fitted  themselves  to  live  in  a 
world  that  differs  in  a  thouaand  ways 
from  tha  world  of  th*  past.  It  Is  rl«ht 
that  they  should  know  th*  old  world, 
It  is  of  Inflnltely  more  importance  that 
they  should  know  their  own  world,  and. 
so  far  as  may  be,  the  men  and  women 
who  live  in  It.  Something  is  wrong 
when  the  students  who  left  High  School 
and  college  three  years  ago  givs  no 
more  than  a  cursory  glanc*  at  th*  n*ws 
of  the  day.  In  a  few  years  they,  both 
men  and  W9men,  will  have  a  share  In 
the  government  of  this  Province  snd 
.  this  country.  What  qualiflcations  have 
they  to  exercise  their  franchise? 

In  a  former  g*n«ratlon  fathers  and 
neighbors  read  th*  n*wspaper  aloud  and 
talked  over  Its  contents  In  the  presence 
of  their  boya  and  girls.  Bvery  flresld* 
was  a  school  for  the  discission  of  cur- 
rent events.  There  are  a  few  homes 
where  this  Is  done  today,  and  from  these 
will  come  thoughtful  men  and  woman. 
Too  often  the  father  leaves  his  home 
for  club  and  lodge,  and  the  young  people 
spend  their  evenings  at  the  dance  or 
the  picture  show.  The  newspaper  Is 
glanced  at  and  thrown  aside.  It  Is  time 
teachers  and  parenU  united  to  see  that 
young  people  not  only  read  the  i>apers 
but  took  such  an  Interest  In  th*m  that 
all  their  lives  they  will  study  the  news 
of  the  day.  Nothing  would  tend  more 
to  the  Improvement  of  nen^papers  and 
to  the  better  government  of  the  coun- 
try. 

The  women  of  this  Province  hav*  th* 
Provincial  franchise,  and  nearly  all  who 
ohoose  can  get  the  municipal  vote.  If 
In  their  study  of  public  questions  they 
take  the  big  boys  and  girls  Into  their 
counsel  both  will  be  improved.  Their 
best  textbooks  will  be  the  newspapers, 
for  they  will  be  wise  If  they  read  more 
than  one.

"I>*f*ctlve  chimneys  are  th*  gr*at*at 
Biagl*  source  of  ^r^a.  The  Investiga- 
tion being  conducted  by  the  Commission 
on  Consarvation  dlsoloala  th*  fact  that, 
for  th*  y*ar  IIK,  of  th*  plae*a  r«port- 
liur,  no  lass  than  •!•  flres  wer*  du*  to 
faulty  chimneys.  This  is  exclusive  of 
Ares  resulting  from  dangerous  atove- 
plpes  or  chimney  sparks. 

"Before  winter  weather  necessitates 
prassur*  upon  the  heating  apparatus, 
tha  householder  should  carefully  in- 
sp*ot  all  chimneys,  as  well  as  stove  and 
fumac*  pipes,  and  have  them  put  In 
good  condition.  Rarely  if  ever  does  the 
occupant  of  a  house  make  an  Examina- 
tion of  the  chimney  where  It  passes 
through  the  attic.  Tet  this  portion  of 
the  building  is  probably  the  source  of 
th*  great  majority  of  flras  which  start 
from  defective  chimneys.  Changes  in 
weather  condltlops  and  vibration  have  a 
dcI«t*rlou8  eff*ct  upon  the  mortar  In 
the  brick  work,  causing  It  to  disinte- 
grate and  leaving  opantngs  through 
which  sparks  may  readily  pass."

Those  who  were  able  to  ait  up  and 
take  notice  In  the  year  1«7«  probably 
remember  the  "Noisy  Nine"  baseball 
Club  of  Tayloravllle,  Pa.;  which  aeveral- 
years  ago  lasued  a  challenge  to  play  a 
serlea  of  games  with  any  club  of  the 
vintage  of  '7«.  The  challenge  was,  un- 
fortunately, not  accepted  by  anyone,  and 
It  was  a  great  pity,  for  the  game  would 
have  had  all  of  the  interest  of  a  visit 
to  a  museum  of  antiquities.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  the  present  day  fai^ 
seeing  a  game  played  under  the  rules 
that  governed  in  thqse  days,  would 
recognise  the  game  as  baseball. 

In  lt7«  the  National  League  had  Just 
been  launched,  and  baseball  was  enter* 
ing  the  era  of  commercialism  thai 
would  soon  concentrate  moat  of  th« 
crack  players  in  the  big  <ntles.  Before 
that,  however,  many  small  cities  and 
towns  had  ninoh  that  were  able  to  play 
th^  game  with  the  craok  org^lsations 
of  the  great  cities.  Besides  the  "Noisy 
Nine"  of  Taylorsvlllfi,  the  famous  clubs 
of  187«  included  the  Troy  Haymakers, 
the  Rockford,  111.,  Forest  CItys,  the  Fo/t 
Wayne,  *  Ind,.  Kekonlgas,  the  London, 
Ont.,  Athletics,  the  Quelph,  Ont.,  Maple 
Leafs,  the  Ogdensburg.  N.T.,  Pastimes, 
and  the  Lynn,  Mass.,  Live  Oaks.  This 
by  no  means  exhausts  the  list  for  there 
were  good  clubs  scattered  all  over  the 
United  States  and  Ca:nada,  and  each  big 
city  had  a  number  of  nines,  between 
whom  there  was  bitter  rivalry. 
'  It  was  In  the  early  seventies  that 
baseball  began  to  assume  its  present 
form.  The  overhand  pitching  rules  were 
revised  at  this  period,  and  then  com- 
menced the  sdenee  of  twirling  as  It 
is  knovn  today.  Before  that  the  func- 
tion of  the  moundsmen  was  to  pitch  In 
such  a  manner  that  the  batter  could 
hit  the  ball,  which  accounta  for  the  tre- 
mendous scores  of  those  days.  The  bat- 
ter would  stroll  to  the  plate,  remark- 
ing: "Please  send  one  over  a  little  above 
the  knee,  and  not  very  fast."  Where- 
upon the  pitcher  would  attempt  to 
oblige  him,  and  if  he  failed  to  deliver 
the  ball  as  the  batter  requested  a  ball 
was  called  on  htm  for  his  wtldness.  At 
about  the  same  time  a  revolutionary 
rule  was  adopted  forcing  base  runners 
.to  actually  toueh  the  bag*,  instead  of 
merely  running  near  them.

Was  a  Farce — Game  Sur- 
vived With  Difficulty.

The  history. of  boxing  may  be  divided 
into  aeveral  well-defined  perloda.  and  of 
all  of  them  the  moat  obecure  and  Igno- 
minious is  that  between  1760  aifd  1790, 
when  the  game  narrowly  escaped  ex- 
tinction. All  flght  fans  are  familiar 
with  the  great  deeds  of  Flgg  and 
Brou|;nton,  the  fathers  of  boxing,  and 
with  the  namea  of  Tom  Johnson,  Dan 
Mendosa,  Jem  Bleoher  and  other  ring 
performers  of  the  period  from  1780  on- 
ward, but  the  intervening  time  and  Its 
bruisers  have  been  perm^ed  to  fall  in- 
to deserted  oblivion. 

•oaM  Vmkaowa  Ohamploaa 
Bill  Stevens.  <3eorge  Megga.  George 
Millson.  Tom  Juchau.  Bill  Darts.  Tom 
Lyons,  Peter  Corcoran,  Harry  Sellers 
and  Duggah  Feams  are  names  totally 
unknown  to  the  average,  fan.  yet  all 
were  claimants  for  the  championship. 
In  nearly  every  case  the  title  changed 
hands  in  fixed  battles,  or  in  bouts  so 
disgraceful  beoause  of  their  savagery 
and  foul  methods  that  they  sickened  the 
eupporters  of  the  sport  and  left  it  with 
soarcsly  a  leg  to  stand  on.  This  "dark 
ages"  period  of  t>oxlng  began  with  the 
defeat  of  Jack  Slack,  the  conqueror  of 
Broughton,  in  17I9,  and  continued  to 
September  26,  1790,  Just  197  years  ago 
today,  when  Duggan  Teams  became 
"champion"  by  defeating  Harry  Sellers 
In  the  shortest*  championship  bout  In 
ring  history.

It  lasted  only  about  a  minute,  when 
Fearns,  an  Irishman,  landed  a  lifrht 
blew,  and  Sellers  toppled  over  and  de- 
clined te  get  up.  There  Is  little  doubt 
that  the  affair  was  a  fake,  and  the  Hi- 
bernian triumph  was  so  transparently  a 
fraud  that  Feams  was  ostracised  even 
In  his  can  country.  At  the  time  It 
seemed  that  the  sport  had  received  its 
desthMow.  but  after  a  few  years  It  was 
revived  by  Tom  Johnson  or  "Jsckling," 
who  was  a  real  fighter.

Dr.  Robertson  stated  that  as  yet  no 
doflnlto  regaiotlons  have  been  made  to 
regulate  proflts  of  those  who  distri- 
bute products.  He  aaaorted  that  while 
it  might  l>e  in  the  nature  of  a  penance 
to  the  consamer,  the  fact  was  that  the 
eating  of  brown  or  whola  wheat  bread 
inatoad  of  the  white  variety  waa  doing 
no  service  to  the  Bmpire,  for  more 
actual  wheat  waa  used  in  the  former 
than  In  tko  Utter.

Women  of  Canada  Can  Save 
Rfty  MIHion  Pounds  of  Flour 
In  a  Year  If  They  Try,  Says 
Dr.  jRobertson, 


*7he  aaving  each  week  of  only  one 
pound  of  flour  in  every  homo  la  Canada 
during  the  coming  year  will  result  in 
aa  addition  of  fifty  million  pounda  to 
the  amount  available  for  export  to  ear 
Allies,"  aald  Dr.^J^mea  W.  Robertaoa  at 
tke  klgh  School  last  night.  He  ad- 
dreaaed  a  mooting  under  tke  auapioes 
of  the  Provincial  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  aid  in  the  promotion  of 
economy  tn  the  use  of  exportable  fooda. 

He  aald  the  o0eo  of  the  Food  Coa- 
tr6ller  had  estimated  that  tbo  amount 
of  food  which  It  was  poaaible  for  the 
houaewives  of  Canada  to  aave  out  of 
their  normal  consumption  of  flour,  beef 
and  bacon  would  more  than  supply  an 
army  of  half  a  million  men  for  a  whole 
year.  "It  comes  down  to  this,  the 
women  of  Canada  must  control  single 
slices  and  aingle  bites,  if  thsre  la  io 
be  effoetivo  prevention  of  waate  and 
eonaamption  to  to  be  shifted  from  ex- 
portable foods  to  thoae  more  perishable 
or  not  suited  to  the  use  of  the  people 
of  the  Allied  countries." 

Dr.  Robor'tson  wished  to  allay  any 
aldea  that  there  might  bo  any  basla  for 
alarm  or  panic  as  to  the  amount  ^f 
food  available  to  the  people  of  Canada, 
but  to  aid  the  British  and  their  Allies 
in  the  war  It  was  necessary  that  they 
ahould  be  secured  against  starvation; 
and  while  this  year  was  a  fair  one  as 
far  aa  crops  were  concerned,  now  was 
ths  time  to  prepare  against  a  possible 
failure  next  year.  He  said  that  the 
ohiy  way  to  make  euro  of  enough  for 
all  the  world  next  year  was  for  the 
efforts  of  Individuals  to  be  directed 
to  the  saving  of  all  the  surplus  possi- 
ble thia  year.  •

According  to  Dr.  Robertson,  the  local 
food  economy  committees  are  expected 
by    the  Food  Controller   to  arrange   for 
demonstrations   on  preserving,    canning, 
and  the  storing  of  the  more  perishable 
foods    produced    in    the    gardens   of   the 
city.    He  said  that  it  was  not  too  early 
to  start  this  month  to  plan  to  use  all 
tbat  ia   produced  as  a  result  of  next 
year's    increased    production    campaign. 
Another  important   Lino  of  work  which 
^rW  be  expooted  of  tha  local  camnrtttw 
is  investigation  into  the  cost  of  delivery 
of    foods    to    the    homes    of    the    peoole, 
It  is  considered  by  the  Food  Controller 
that  an  ImporUnt  saving  in  tho  cob%  of 
foods  can  bo  made  in  thia  respect. 

••Thirty  million  workers  bave  bean  taken 
from  the  land  by  this  war.  an<t  Instead 
ot  produeing  fooda,*'  he  aald.  "these  have 
all  l>ecome  consumers.  No  m^er  whether 
they  be  soldiers.  munltlon-msKera.  aallors 
or  shipbuilders,  all  theae  have  become  con- 
sumers where  once  they  were  produoers. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  farmers  and  pro- 
ducers who  are  left  to  grow  and  prepare 
as  much  food  as  was  available  before 
these  workers  went  to  ether  occupations, 
and  therefore  It  is  imperative  that  every- 
one prepare  ^for  shorter  rations  and  a 
change   in*  their  diet.

Kurope  must  be  supplied,  it  is  our  duty 
and  we  will  do  our  duty  as  we  have  seen 
it,  but  'the  women  of  the  country  are  the 
ones  *  who  will  have  to  make  the  savings 
which  will  enable  us  to  carry  out  our  task.

On  one  side  of 
the  corridor  are  barred  wlndowe  open- 
ing out  on  the  court  yard,  while  on 
the  other  side  is  a  row  of  red-painted, 
Iron-bound,  oaken  doors,  with  slots  for 
peerlnir.  and  pigeon-holes,  which  may 
be  closed  at  will,  for  handing  In  f^d 
to   the  oocupsuata. 

From  the  condition  of  a  vacant  cell 
the  corr<!spondent  gained  the  impression 
that  80  long  aa  tho  Jailer  txihaves  con- 
siderately, imprisonment  In  the  Trou- 
betskol  bastion  involves  no  physical 
suffering.  The  whitewashed  cell  was  a 
large  and  clean  one,  paved  with  red 
cement,  lighted  with  an  electric  lamp 
set  into  the  wall,  and  attached  to 
which  w:is  a  night  light  enabling  the 
warder  to  watch  the  prisoner  through 
the  slot 

The  cell  was  not  damp  and  the  sani- 
tary arrangements  were  modern.  The 
furniture  consUted  of  a  good  bed,  and 
a  table  screwed  to  the  wall.  The  only 
defective  arrangement  Is  the  Inadequate 
natural  lighting,  which  the  procurer 
admitted,  saying  that  t^e  flve-foot- 
thick  wall  prevented  the  enlargement 
of  the  windows. 

From  an  examination  of  the  prison 
regulations  and  the  ntatements  made  by 
Asalatant  Governor  Kurlndln.  the  cor- 
reapondent  obtained  an  idea  of  the 
treatment  accorded  the  prlsonern, 
Oaa  any  Oflaern'  Battoa 

"All  the  eight  prisoners,  who  former- 
ly were  compelled  to  wear  priBon  cloth- 
ing, now  wear  their  own,"  said  M. 
Kurlndln.  "We  supply,  gratia  the  ration 
of  a  soldier,  but  the  prisoners  are  al- 
lowed to  purchaa*  an  officer's  ration, 
whicli  all  Of  them  do  except  Protopop- 
ofr,  who,  declaring  that  he  Is  the  cause 
of  Russia's  misfortunes,  persists  in 
eating  a  prlvatefa  fare.  The  prisoners' 
friends,  who  may  visit  them  twice 
weekly  .are  allowed  to  bring  certain 
authorised  foods,  among  which  one  may 
find  caviar.  The  prisoners  are  permit- 
ted to  smoke,  -but  are  allowed  no  alco- 
hol. 

"Moat  of  the  prisoners,"  continued  the

The  doctor  vlaiU  each 'cell  dally 
but  In  caa*  of  aerloua  slckaese  th*  pris- 
oners are  sent  to  hospitals  outside,  aa 
were,  for  Instance,  the  lata  Premier 
Sturmer.  and  the  fonaer  •mpreas'  friend 
Mile.  Vlrubova.  aa  there  la  ao  hosplUl 
wlthla  the  fortreaa.  Th*  prisoners  be- 
have extremely  well,  and  are  never 
qnaruloua  now.  Immediately  after  the 
revolution,  however,  we  had  here~the 
Black  Hundred  Jew-baltar.  Orloff.  who 
raised  trouble  dally.  Th*  only  raquaat 
we  received  lately  was  from  Oeaarml 
Rennenkampff.  who,  belnv  afraid  of 
lynching,  begged  us  not  to  traaafer  him 
to  another  prison." 

The  correspondent  next  Inspected  the 
prison  guards,  who  are  of  two  classes. 
The  first  is  a  regular  military  unit, 
posted  on  the  periphery  of  the  bastion. 
The  second  is  comopsed  of  two  repre- 
sentatives  of  every  regiment  in  Petro- 
grad. who  are  stationed  inside.  These 
men  Jeaaousiy  watch  the  prisoners. 
A  Vol7g1o9  Xdhtary 

Governor  Kurlndln  declared  that  es- 
cape from  the  prison  waa  Inconceivable 
and  that  noiie  was  on  record  In  modem 
times.  In  the  library  the  correspondent 
found  volumes  in  Russian,  French,  Eng- 
lish, German.  Italian  and  even  in  Fin- 
nish, the  last  for  the  use  of  the  Finnish 
patriots,  who.  under  former  Premier 
Stolypln's  oppressive  "equality  law" 
were  .tried  and  imprisoned  in  Russia. 
The  courtyard  in  which,  because  of  the 
rain  which  was  falling  at  the  time,  no 
one  was  exercising  in,  makes  an  incon- 
gruous Impression  because,  altljough 
overlooked  by  the  forbidding  barred 
windows,  it  can  be  reached  only  through 
a  metal  cage.  In  which  the  prisoners 
wait.  The  yard  Itself  la  a  green  para- 
dise, overgrown  by  now  flowerless  Jas- 
mine  and    lilac   bushes   and    shaded    by

Maxim   Oeriiy   EareUed 

Rvtuming  to  the  chancellery,  the  corre- 
spondent examined  the  rell  of  peat  cap- 
tives, among  whom  were  the  terrorlat  aa- 
aaaaln,  Oershunl,  and  the  chemltt.  Nicholas 
HoroBoff,  held  in  the  4>aatlon  for  26  yeara 
under  auaplolon  of  complicity  in  the  as- 
aaaalnatlon    of   Alexander    II. 

In  the  roll  were  two  other  entrlea  of  a 
etrlkinr  cherecter  In  a  dlKcrent  way.  The 
flrat   reads:

While  the  roll  waa  under  examination 
there  occurred  the  moat  atrlking  incident 
of  the  vlalt.  After  putting  hia  head  into 
one  of  the  aide  rooma,  the  procuror  An- 
nounced that  the  examination  with  the 
room  had  been  flnlahed.  Into  the  chan- 
cellery, with  two  aold  (era  behind  talm. 
walked  well  dreaaed  but  collarlaaa,  a  man 
of  middle  height,  slight  tlaure.  amall  fea- 
turea  and  a  ahort.  irraylah  bpard.  with 
ayea  unnaturally  bright  and  almoet  fever- 
iah,  and  an  expreaaion  of  extraordinary  re- 
nnement    end    dlanlty. 

"That,"  aald  the  procuror,  "la  M.  Proto- 
popoff/' 

The  former  minister  of  the  Interior 
stopped   In    the   middle   of   the   room. 

"<We  can  apeak  EngltahT"  he  began,  at 
which  the  procuror  Intervened.  "Pleaae  do 
not."    he    aaid. 

On  thla  M.  Protopopoff.  with  a  amile 
apparently  Intended  to  expreaa  aarcasm,  and 
raoTlng  hIa  head  quickly  from  aide  to  aide 
and  twitching  hia  handa  In  nervoua  feml- 
nlne-llka  geaturea,  began  apeaking  In  Rua- 
alan.  Aaked  regarding  hIa  health  he  an- 
awered    enigmatically,    "It    la    too    good." 

Convinced  that  he  would  not  be  allowed 
to  touch  upon  polltica,  the  Aaaootated 
Preaa  correapondent  Inquired  regarding  the 
treatment  the  former  minlater  waa  recelv- 
Ing.  and  aa  to  whether  he  had  any  com- 
plalnta   to  make. 

"Why  aak  me  a  queation  which  anawera 
ItaelfT"  replied  M.  Protopopoff.  "How  could 
I    make    complainta?" 

"I  do  not  mean  on  the  acore  of  your  im- 
prlaonmant  or  trial."  explained  the  corre- 
apondent. "but  on  the  acore  of  the  conduct 
of    the    priaon    ottlciala." 

"I  have  no  complaints  of  any  kind," 
anawered  M.  Protopopoff,  and  he  con- 
tinued: 

"Would  any  of  you  Americana  complain 
If  they  knew  they  were  deaperate  crtmln- 
al»T" 

Here  If.  Protopopoff  amtlcd.  again  appar- 
ently in  aarcaam,  aad  the  correapondent, 
thinking  the  words  Intended  aa  an  oblique 
proteat   agiiiAt   hIa   treatment',    aald: 

••To(i   mf»n   that   a*   Irony?" 

"It  la  not  Irony."  anawered  U.  .Proto- 
poff.  "I  have  no  right  to  complain  becanae 
I    am    guilty   of   crime." 

"That."  aald  the  correajwndent.  "la  a 
atrange  remark  In  the  preaence  ot  the  pre- 
oaror.  whoae  duty  la  to  pile  up  evidence 
againat    you." 

The  former  minlater'a  head  again  waa 
tbruat  quickly  to  one  side,  aa  he  aald, 
without   a   amilo: 

"I  "Upply  the  evidence  myarlf.  i  am 
gullt.v  of  the  moat  awful  crime  of  not  no- 
deralanding    the    apirlt    of   my    age."

This  attitude  waa  mera- 
ly  their  ideal,  however,  for  in  point  of 
fhot  oondltiona  wer*  to*  atrong  for 
tham  and  they  talked  pure  military  shop 
all  day  long,  ware  enthusiastic  to  visit 
friends  and  acquaintances  In  other  eftl- 
cers'  hosttala  aad  were  voracious  In

The  discussion  had  come  round 
through  a  doaen  dlsoarsHre  ohaaaela  ta 
Individual  pr«f*reno**  tai  trench  wea- 
pons and  was  fast  developing  Into  a 
wrangle  of  speclaltlea.  The  Scot  it  was 
who  had  started  It: — 

'<}|ve  me  Jast  the  right  klad  af  a 
day — not  too  much  sun  to  give  mirag* 
no  wind  to  apeak  of  and  no  ground  has* 
aitd  a  man  cannot  want  bottar  sport 
than  a  few  hours  sniping.  I'v*  got 
thr*e  Huns  at  over  eight  hundred  yard* 
on  a  good  afternoon  and  It's  a  perfect 
relaxation  from  the  burdens  of  trench 
life."

"There  won't  be  any  rifles  la  tha  next 
war  Mao.*'  said  the  LawIs  gun  expert 
"The  days  of  the  old  firelock  are  num- 
bered. It  Is  all  going  to  be  machine 
gun  work — ^look  how  It'a  developing  day 
by  day." 

"What  price  the  bayonet  you  two." 
cut  In  the  skipper  rather  ruefully,  and 
the  group  became  mirthful. 

"Oh,  I  wasn't  thinking  of  my  own 
troubles — "  he  oontlnued — "If  I  hadn't 
fallen  clear  down  the  blooming  stairs 
onto  them,  they  would  never  have  got 
me  this  way."  (He  tapped  his  bandag- 
ed arm).  "No,  what  I  mean  la  riflea  and 
Emma-gees  are  all  very  well  fbr  pre- 
Umlnariea.  but  when  It  oomea  to  the 
puah  you  cannot  do  without  the  pickle 
forka." 

"I  don't  agree."  said  the  I«wls  gun- 
ner. "I  admit  the  need  of  a  close 
brawl,  but  it  need  not  be  a  rifle  and 
bayonet.  Tou  will  see  it  in  twenty 
yeara  time  there  Won't  be  any  ordinary 
infantry  left,  they  will  be  all  machine 
gunners  with  a  pike  or  a  short  stab- 
bing aa««ir«t"Ttke~the»mrg  as  an  adtll- 
tlonal  arm. 

"There  something  to  be  said  for 
that"  said  the  sapper.  "A  kind  of 
spear  and  shovel  combined  I  should 
think  It  win  be. 

"I  don't  believe  much  Is  really  done 
with  the  bayonet"  said  the  Scot  "LAst 
time  we  went  over  Frits  did  not  wait 
for  it  and  we  did  most  of  our  work 
potting  them  running  like  rabbits,  or 
bombln  sttiem  round  traverses  and 
dug-outs.  I  think  it  is  an  over- 
rated arm  and  that  If  both  sides  gave 
it  up  there  would  be  more  eaaualtles 
and  fewer  cinematograph  stunts.  Mus- 
ketry is  a  nice,  clear  precise  game,  and 
a  good  shot  doesn't  wait  for  a  set  of 
Bavarian  agriculturists  to  come  up  and 
stick  bayonets  into  him.  Machine  guns 
are  useful.  I  am  not  denying  It  at  all, 
but  they  are  a  butchery  trade — a  nasty 
commercial  business  compared  with 
the  real  art  of  rifle  shooting."

The  gunner  who  had  been  listening 
rather  contemptuously  contributed  his 
view: 

"Tou°  people  make  me  tired,"  he  said. 
"For  three  years  it  has  been  an  ar- 
tilleryman's war.  Nothing  In  it  but 
guna.  Where  would  you  be  without 
our   barrage  work?" 

"We  limited  thla  discuaalon  to  trench 
weapons,"    said  .^he   skipper. 

"The  guns  aren't  anything  to  do  with 
fighting  men,  and  as  everyone  knows 
artillery  oflScers'  work  Is  done  for  them 
In  fat  books  of  figures  and  the  mulae." 

"Tou  would  be  pretty  badly  off  with- 
out them,"  returned  the  gunner.  "But 
even  keeping  to  your  nasty  little  sys- 
tem of  wire  and  ditches,  how  about 
the  trench  mortar  batteries?  The 
trench  mortar  Is  the  only  real  arm  that 
has  been  Invented  during  the  war.  and 
that's  a  gunner's  weapon!"  ,. 

The  mere  mention  of  trench  mor- 
tar batteries  brought  down  an  Instant 
fire  of  criticism  from  all  handa. 

"They  attract  enemy  fire" — they 
spoil  a  good  front  Him  with  disgusting 
pit  emplacements" — "all  noise  and  no 
effect."  ToKether  they  turned  and 
rent  htm,  uniting  In  a  solid  front 
against  this  Invasion  of  the  Infantry- 
man's territories  by  this  supercilous 
servant  of  bombards. 

B«t  the  Deetar  Bald 

The  doctor  who  had  let  the  argument 
go  en  until  a  point  where  It  threatened 
high  tcTiperaturea,  intervened  to  quench 
the    controversy. 

"It  is  evident."  aald  he.  "that  yon  all 
have  your  own  Ideaa.  Now.  although  I  am 
only  a  non-oombatant  you  muat  admit 
that  we  who  atrlve  to  repair  the  damage 
that  you  fellowa  do  are,  a*  to  apeak.

"I  thtnk  that  ail  arma  kill  their  fair 
ahare  In  thla  war.  but  tAat  each  man  haa 
preference  according  to  hIa  nature — the 
rifle  bullet  of  the  enlp«-r  la  almoet  epigram- 
matic, the  tiayonet — erode,  but  effective,  a 
weapon  l>elaved  of  the  man  who  llkca 
cinec  peraonal  contact.  Romba  and 
trench  mortara  appeal  to  the  mechanically 
minded:  the  machine  gun  la.  8i<  the  Hcot 
haa  aald.  a  purely  commercial  nropoalt'lon 
— 'aqulrtlng  death  through  a  hoae* — aome- 
one  calla  it.  What  all  you  ehapa  forget  la 
the  greateal  weapon  ef  all,  the  weapon 
that    we  nen-comlMtanta   have   oaed  againat

VANCOUVER,  Oct.  1».— In  trade  union 
clrclea  thla  morning  proapocta  for  the 
aettlement  of '  the  Coucblan  atrlke  dur- 
ing the  comlnv  week  were  oonaldered  to 
ba  very  much  brl«htar.  At  a.Biaaa  maet- 
Ins  of  the  whole  of  the  ora»nlsatlona 
involved  In  the  L<abor  Temple  yeater- 
day the  action  of  the  Metal  Tradaa 
Council  of  BeatUe  In  calling  olT  tha 
atrlke  there  to  date  from  next  Monday, 
pendlos  the  award  of  the  United  Btatea 
Federal  Shipyard  Liahor  Adjtiatment 
Board,  waa  reported  to  tbe  men. 

Followlns  thla  announcement  It  waa 
decided  to  refer  the  whole  queation  ot 
returnlnit  to  work  In  the  Coughlan  yard 
to  a  aocret  ballot  at  eeparate  meetlnca 
of  the  orsanlaatlona  to  be  held  tomor- 
row.

Mr.  A.  C.  Langley,  mining  engineer, 
repreaentlng  the  DepaVtment  of  Minea^ 
haa  found  the  Northeaet  Kootenay,  and 
eap«claliy  the  territory  adjacent  to  the 
Columbia  vi^iey,  warranta  aaeiatanoe 
from  hIa  department  In  building  roada 
and  tralla  by  which  the  miner  may  mar* 
ket  oraa. 

To  reach  tbie  conclueion,  Mr.  Lang- 
ley  waa  eompelied  to  apend  much  time 
—In  fact  hIa  vlalt  hero  covered  more 
daya  than  any  other  part  inapocted  thie 
aeaaon— hence  hIa  flndlnga  will  aurely 
bear  fruit  at  VietorU.

Thia.  Mr.  LIncko  aUtea..  ahould  be 
aufneient  to  rouao  capital  from  ita  leth- 
argy  and  direct  much  of  it  to  thia  re- 
gion. With  allver  at  |l  an  ounce  and 
other  metala  preportlonately  high  in 
prloe,  tbe  paychologlcal  moment  haa  ar- 
rived when  no  flalm  "owner  with  pay 
or*  in  eight  can  afford  to  allow  it  to 
remain  undeveiopM.  It  la  neceaaary  to 
explode  many  fallaclea  before  a  full 
craap  of  the  mining  aitugtlon  may  be 
gained. 

Among  the  foremoat  of  theae  la  that 
It  requirea  capital  in  large  volume  to 
gain  Bucceaa.  Thia  may  be  true  in 
many  oaaee,  but  net  in  theae  prolific  re- 
glone.  Tbe  proapector  with  100-eunce 
to  the  ton  lead-ellver  ere  only  needa  a 
atrong  right  arm  and  determination  to 
make  it  pay.  The  returna  may  not 
mount  Into  thouaanda  at  the  etart,  but 
it  will  pay  and  pay  handaomf'ly.  There- 
fore it  la  well  to  etop  dreaming  mllUona 
and  begin  to  thtnk^  thouaanda,  and  with- 
in a  abort  time  thinking  In  thouaanda 
may  be  auperdeded  by  the  aeven  figure 
thought. 

▼Maaa  ef  Pabalena  Vartaaea 

Poaalbly  the  greateat  detriment  to 
mining,  oontlnuea  Mr.  Llnoke,  ia  the 
fact  that  the  term  awakena  viaiona  of 
fabuloua  fortunea  in  a  night.  The  aver- 
age hard-headed  bualneaa  man  will  con- 
aider  himaelf  fortunate  with  eight  or 
ten  per  cent  return  on  hie  money,  but 
Bhow  him  t6  per  cent  In  mining  and 
he  gate  "eold  feet."  aimply  beoauae  he 
haa  aever  thought  of  mining  in  the  com- 
mercial ratio.  The  eame  may  be  aald 
off  aome  proapeotora.  They  hav*  come 
to  think  In  lanvuac*  weighing  from 
140.004  to  t<0.000  for  a  10-foot  hole  or 
a  three-inch  atreak  of  pay  ore.  Once 
they  cut  the  language  into  thre*  and 
four-I*tt*r  ayllablea  and  back  tt  up  with 
a  Summer'a  real  conaclentloua  labor, 
they  will  reeeive  a  better  hearing  from 
the  men  who  rlak  their  capital. 

There  are  thoae  who  compute  the 
wealth  of  Britiah  Columbia  in  timber, 
fruit  aad  agriculture,  with  a  little  min- 
ing thrown  In  aa  a  leaven.  The  men 
who  know  oomput*  it  In  mineral  wealth. 
The  eo<fner  the  hard-headed  bualneaa 
man'  cornea  to  the  aame  viewpoint  the 
Booner  we  will  have  one  of  the*  rich- 
eet  ptavincea  of  the  Dominion.  Had 
thia  viewpoint  been  graaped  three  yeara 
ago,  Britiah  Columbia  would  hav*  kept 
at  home  much  capital  aent  abroad,  and 
at  the  aame  time  have  garnered  a 
greater  mcaaure  of  wealth  from  war 
contracta. 

Some  critloiiim  waa  launched  at  Prem- 
ier Brewater  when  he  made  the  aaaer- 
tion  that  Britiah  Columbia  people  were 
not  eaeentlally  a  mining  people.  Tba 
Premier  waa  right,  for  idle  capital  baa 
been  alow  to  graap  the  opportunitlee 
offered,  and  It  haa  b«*n  n*e*Baary  to 
go  abroad  to  aecure  caplti^  for  mine 
development.  •

For  forty-sight  minutes 
tboss  alrplaaes  had  boon  west  of  Lon- 
don, In  whieh  time  they  would  cover 
sighty  miles.  Never  has  Bngtond  boon 
so  freely  and  completely  penetrated. 
Tbs  first  raid  paased  our  part  of  tha 
city  at  11:14,  tha  second  atarted  at 
11:41.  and  the  propellerg  wore  audibls 
for   flttaan   minutss. 

Today  I  [j^ttempted  to  obtain  a  gen- 
eral idea  of  the  deatruction,  but  It 
would  take  more  than  a  day  to  cover 
tho  ground.  Not  a,  diatrlct  of  thia  vast 
elty  waa  Immune.  From  the  western 
edge  to  ths  nt>rthea«torn,  from  the 
northern  auburba  to  the  aouthem,  Oer- 
ntoa  airplanes  showered  destruction.  A 
bomb  fell  in  the  middle  of  the  park, 
witfiin  three  hundred  yards  of  where  I 
stood  watehing.  Another— an  aerial 
torpedo,  the  origin  of  tho  blinding 
flaah— ^urst  a  half  mile  away,  above  a 
T.M.C.A.  butldlBg,  close  to  one  ot  tho 
busiest  western  buslaeas  streets.  Had 
.It  exploded  a  moment  later  there  would 
have  been  a  wreek  to  show,  and  a  big 
casualty  list  As  It  was.  It  ahattored 
tha  roof  and  the  windows  all  about, 
with  only  one  casualty.  Two  landed 
within  a  half-mile  in  the  other  dlroo- 
tl^n,  close  to  a  familiar  circus:  one  In 
a  maws,  where  It  blew  out  the  rear  of 
a  dapartmsnt  <stora:  the  other  (a  tor- 
pedo) struck  a  wall  aoross  tho  street 
In  another  mews,  aheered  Ito  way 
through,  and  dug  Itself  Into  tha  ground, 
exploding  only  In  part 

Another  sought  the  buslast  sqiwre  In 
all  London.  Only  a  couple  of  hundred 
yards  away  it  struck 'the  roadway  be- 
fore a  great  hoapltol,  where  hundreds  of 
wounded  soldiers  toy.  By  good  fortune 
they  had  l>een  carried  downstoirs  to  an- 
other side  of  the  building,  for  every 
pane  of  glasa,  aaarr  window  frame 
within  Bight,  was  crashed  to  splinters.

Re  had  recognised  my 
aooeat.  And  In  a  voice  of  atsraly  sub- 
dusd  passion  he  deaorlbod  the  men  who 
run  tha  war.  A  aoora  more  did  the 
aame — without  a  breath  of  dtaaent 

I  give  thia  for  what  It  is  worth.  1 
have  my  own  opinions.  One  of  them  Is 
that  the  aentlanent  that  Is  wUlIng  to 
throw  its  Innocent  women  and  children 
to  the  Qerman  fiend  to  save  a  very  few 
of  bis  own  to  not  for  men  with  red 
blood  in  their  veins.  I  have  been  lie- 
tsning  for  eighteen  months  to  what  the 
men  from  the  front  say  of  fjying  con- 
ditlnna,  and   to  -the  Uylng  men   thSW- 


aalves  who  are  forced  to  take  tha 
flhanoea  of  inferior  machlnea  and  de- 
partmental methods;  and  I  know  of  air- 
plane faeterlsa  that  were  for  many 
montha  working  laaa  than  half-time. 
What  ia  the  matter?  It  Is  not  Lloyd 
Oeorge.  The  other  day  the  criticism  I 
received  of  Uoyd  Oeorga  from  a  red- 
banded  departmental  ofllelal  was  that  ha 
was  "sticking  hla  nSse  Into  every  do- 
t  partment." .

Successfully  Raid  His  Posi- 
tions on  Aisne.  Front  and  in 
Champagne  —  Only  Artil- 
lery Work  in  Flanders. 
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PARIS,  Oct.  19.— Tba  foUowlac  ofli- 
clal  eommunleatloD  was  Issued  this 
avaalng: 

"At  some  polnta  on  the  A^ne  front. 
In  the  sector  of  Sooaln  and  oa  both 
banks  of  the  Mouse  there  have  been 
rather    pronounced   artillery   acttans. 

"Beiglaa  oommualcatlOB:  Tba  can- 
nonade baa  baen  latermlttent  on  naoat 
of  the  fronts.  It  has  Ineroaaed  in  the 
aeotor  ft  Ranaacapelle.  In  tba  last  two 
days  we  have  carried  oat  ratallatory 
shelling  on  the  enemy's  orsanlaatlons 
and  oounter-sbellsd  various  Oerman 
batterterf.  Durlnc  the  night  of  October 
19-19  one  of  our  patrols  penetrated  a 
German  wood  near  Dlxmude  and  at- 
tacked with  grenades  its  garrison. 
Shortly  after  the  return  of  this  detach- 
ment the  enemy  started  a  violent  bar- 
rage Are  acainst  our  treachea  norih  ot 
Dlxmude.' " 

The  afternoon  offlolal  statement 
reads: 

"After  particularly  etTectlve  artillery 
preparation,  a  series  of  detail  operations 
enabled  us  to  penetrate  the  German  de- 
fences in  the  region  of  Brays-en  Laon- 
nois  and  Laffeux  Mill.  We  dentroyed 
German  defences  and  brought  back  100 
prisoners  belonging  to  four  different  di- 
vlsiona  An  enemy  attempt  againat  our 
sin&ll  posts  in  the  Cbevreuz  salient 
was  repulsed. 

"Between  the  Mletta  and  the  Alsne 
we  carried  out  an  attack.  In  the  course 
of  which  we  inflicted  serious  losses  on 
the  enemy  and  captured  materials.  In 
the  Champagne  one  of  our  dstachmanta 
penetrated  the  Oerman  trenches  north 
of  the  Casque,  pursued  the  retreating 
enemy,  and  after  a  spirited  eombat  re- 
turned to  Its  oWn  lines. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Mouse 
River  we  repulsed  a  German  attack 
north   of   CbatUlon-sous-les   Ootas. 

''Twenty  bom^  were  dropped  by  avi- 
ators last  night  in  the  region  of  Dun- 
kirk. No  victims  are  reported.  On 
October  1<  two  German  aeroplanes  were 
brought  down  I>y  Section  610  of  the  aa- 
tomobile   battery." 

Ajrtniavy  aa  MrUUk  rvoat 

LONDON,  Oct.  19.— The  ofllolal  sUte- 
ment Issued  by  the  War  Offlee  tonight 
reads: 

"On  the  battle  front  there  was  the 
usual  hostile  artillery  activity,  most 
marked  in  the  Zonnebeke  sector  and 
acainst  our  areas  in  the  region  of  8t. 
Julien  and  Steenbeko.  Our  artillery 
carried  out  a  bombardment  of  the  ene- 
my's positions.  The  hoptlle  artillery 
also  had  shown  more  activity  than 
usual  in  the  region  of  Arleux.  Else- 
where nothing  of  ImporUnce  occurred." 

"We  repulsed  a  hostile  raiding  party 
last  night  east  of  Vermelles,"  says  to- 
day's offldal  sUtement.  "We  had  no 
casualties.  On  the  battlefront  the  ene- 
my's artillery  activity  has  been  directed 
chiefly  against  positions  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Menin  Road  and  Zonn^- 
beke."

The  flrlng  was  especially  violent 
at  the  Houlthnst  wood,  near  Passchen- 
daele  and  between  Gheluvelt  and  Zand- 
voorde. 

"Army  of  the  German  Crown  Prince: 
After  a  rainy  morning  the  artillery  duel 
northeast  of  Soissons  again  Incrsased 
from  midday  yesterday  until  It  reached 
Its  full  strength,  and  It  has  been  raging 
since  then  almont  uninterruptedly,  with 
a    formidable    use    of   munitions. 

'Strong  French  detachments,  after 
drumflre.  pushed  forward  in  reconnoi- 
tring thrusts  In  the  morning  near  Vaux- 
aUlon,  and  along  the  whole  front  to 
Braye.  The  local  atUcks  of  the  enemy 
everywhere  were  repulsed.  Neighbor- 
ing sectors  on  the  line  behind  onr  posi- 
tions were  subjected  to  very  stronc  de- 
structive Are.  which  we  powerfully 
answered. 

"On  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Che- 
niln  des  Dames  the  French  again  at- 
tacked  our  positions  three  times  north 
of  the  Vauclerc  mill,  and  were  sangnln- 
arily  repulsed. 

"Oflr  opponents  lost  yesterday  twelve 
airplanes,  six  of  which  belonged  to  a 
squadron  which  had  dropped  bombs  on 
Ronlers  and  Ingelmlnster  with  conel.i- 
erable  damaga  to  houses."

OTTAWA,  Oct.  19.— Satisfaction  is 
expressed  here  with  the  number  of  men 
In  Class  One  who  have  so  far  compiled 
with  the  requirements  of  last  Satur- 
day's proclamation,  published  under  the 
term  of  the  Military  Service  Act  Re- 
turns to  hand  show  that  the  percenUge 
of  men  who  have  reported  for  eervlce 
(men  who  have  made  no  claim  for  ex- 
emption) Is  considerably  higher  than  is 
generally  supposed.  In  the  registration 
district  of  which  Kenora  is  the  centre, 
thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  men  who 
Ailed  out  forms  expresssd  their  willing- 
ness to  serve.  Vancouver  district  came 
second  with  thirty  per  cent. 

The  flgures  cover  the  Arst  Ave  days' 
operation  of  the  proclamation,  ending 
last  night.  They  are  omclal  returns  of 
the  various  registrars  throjigbout  the 
Dominion.  How  the  various  districts 
compare  Is  showh  In  the*  following 
Uble,  indicating  the  peroenUge  of  re- 
ports service  to  claima  for  exemption 
up  to  and  Including  October  18.  Kenora, 
33  per  cent;  Vancouver,  30  per  cent; 
Halifax,  27;  Charlottetown,  Id;  Calgary. 
14;  Toronto,  10;  Reglna.  10;  Montreal, 
6;  Kingston,  4;  London,  4;  Quebec,  3; 
St.  John,  2;  Hull,  1;  Winnipeg  (no  re- 
port). 

Further  reports  made  by  registrars 
Indicate  what  percentage  of  the  esti- 
mated membership  of  Class  One  has 
either  reported  for^aervlce  or  claimed 
exemption.  These  figures  ngaln  cover 
only  the  flrst  Ave  days  the  proclama- 
tion has  been  In  force.  This  connec- 
tion It  shfuld  be  pointed  out  that 
large  employers  of  labor  have  not  yet 
completed  their  investigation  as  to  the 
men  they  consider  essential  in  their 
civil  occupation.
